MINE, belonging to the Duke of De- 
nibive, at clon Hill, Stafford hire. 


+Cton hill, that part of it in which 
“ the mine is Gituated, is of a conical 
figure; its perpendicular height, next 
the river Dove, which runs clofe by, is 
ghout 700 feet ; its diameter trom the 
fane, quite through, about half a mile ; 
the upper (trata, or mould, is about 
Efteen inches thick, and produces ex- 
ceeding fine herbage, for fheep, and o- 
ther cattle, who conftantly grafe on the 
top and fides ; and where the declivity 
will permit the plough, very fine wheat, 
barley, and oats, are produced in great 
plenty. 

This copper-mine was difcovered about 
thirty years ago, by a Cornifh miner, 
who, in pathng over the hill, accicentaily 
picked up a bit of ore, annexed to 
jome fine fpar, which that metal ofually 
adheres to. On viewing the fituation, 
and confidering the great height of the 
hill, be concluded that vatt quantities of 
copper ore mipht be found there; and 
if that fheuld be the cafe, io place could 
be nore convenient for working it: and 
therefore he communicated his fentiiments 
and difcoveries to fome adventurers at 
Aihhurn; who approving the project, 
applied to the then Duke of Devonithire 
(grandtather to his prefent Grace) for a 
leafe to feacch for copper on that hill. 
It appears by the moft authentic accounts, 
that more than 13,0Cc0 1. were expended 
before any returns were made; and fe- 
veral of the original adventurers de{pair- 
ng of fuccefs, told out their fhares at a 
confiderable lofs. But the fecond adven- 
turers were more fortunate. After fink- 
ing a fhaft of about 200 yards de. p, and

Account of the copper-mine at Ecton hill. 
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bout fixty yards, it is four feet and 2 
haif bieh, walled up on each fide with 
good ttone mafonry ; but afterwards it 
varies in its height, and rites im fome 
places to fix feet. When you arrive at 
the centre, there is a fpacious todgement 
of timber, for landing and receiving the 
ore from below, which is drawn up by a 
man at a winch, who generally works 
naked, and is put into four-wheel wag. 
gons that will hold about a tun and @ 
half each. Thefe wagpons have caft-brafs 
wheels, and are run io yrooves througk 
the adit, bv boys from twelve to fourteen 
years of ape, with great facility. 

When on the lodgement, you behold 
a large he!low over your head, at leatt 
250 yards high ; by the fides of which 
lhere is a paiiage tu the fommit, bret 
dangerous to attempt, as the timber- 
works icem in a decayed tate. 

Thus far into the mountain, with the 
aid of Hobts, it is eafy enough of accels. 
The late Duke of Devonthire ventured 
to this platform, tock a curfory view of 
the works, gave the miners ten puineas 
to drink ; but returned immediately, not 
chufing to defeend below. Indeed, fuch 
ahorric gioom, fuch ratthng of wapgons, 
noife of workmen boring: of rocks under 
your feet, fuch explofions in blatting, 
and fuch a dreadful pult to detcend, pre- 
fent a fcciie of terror, that few people 
who are not veried 1m mining, care to 
pals through. 

From the platform the defcent 1s about 
160 yards, throuch different locgements, 
by ladders, lobs *, and crofs pieces of 
timber let into the rock, to tbe place of 
action, where a new {cene, ten thonfand 
times more aftonifhing thaw that above, 
prefents itfelf; a place as horrible to 
view, aS 1Dapination can conceive. — On 
the paffage down, the confiant blafting 
of the rocks, ten times louder than the 
loudeft thunder, feems to rojl and fhake 
the whole body of the mountain. When 
at the bottom, flrangers are obliged to 
take fhelter in anitch cut in the rock, 
to avoid the etfeéts of blatting the rocks, 
as the miners generally give a falute of 
half a doz-n biafte, in quick fucceilion, 
by way Of welcome to thole diabolical 
manos.

the ele&tric matter. Experiment- after. 
wards mace on lightning obtained — from 
the clouds by pointed rods, received inty 
bottles, and fubjedted to every trial, have 
fince proved this fufpicion to be perfedly 
well founded; and that whatever pro. 
perties we find in electricity, are alfo the 
properties of lightning. 

This matter of lightning, or of elec. 
tricitv, is an extreme fubtile fluid, pene- 
trating other bodies, and fubfittiny in 
them, equally ditfuled. 

When by any operation of art or na 
ture, there happens to be a sreater pro- 
portion of this fluid i one body than in 
another, the body which has imoft will 


communicate to that which has leall, til 
the proportion becomes equal; provided 
the dutance between them be not too 


great; or, if it is too preat, till there 
be proper condu€tors to convey it from 
ome to the other. 

If the communication be through the 
air without any conductor, a bright light 
is teen between the bodies, and a found 
is heatd. In our fmall experiments we 

call this light and found the eledinic (pare 
and /nap; but in the preat oper ation: ol 
nature, the light is what we call lif 





ning, and the,lound (produced at the fame 
time, thougn generally arriving jater at 
our ears than the light wrk to our eyes, 
Is, With its echoes, called tf/under. 

If the communication of this fluid is by 
a condutter, it nay be without either 
light or found, the fubtile fluid pafling 10 
the tubttance of the conductor.

The clouds have often more of this 
fuid in proportion than the earth 5 in 
which cafe, as foon as they come near e- 
nough, (that ts, within the ftriking di- 
Rance), or meet with a conductor, the 
Quid quits them, and ftrikes into the 
earth. A cloud fully charged with this 
fluid, if fo high as to be beyond the ftri- 
king diftance fromthe earth, pailes quiet- 
ly without making noile or giving light, 
unlefs it meets with other clouds that have 
lefs. 

Tall trees, and lofty buildings, as 
the towers and fpires of churches, be- 
come fometimes condufors between the 
clouds and the earth; but not being good 
ones, that is, not conveying the tiuid free- 
ly, they are often damaged, 

Buildings that have their roofs covered 
with lead, or other metal, and ipouts of 
metal continued trom the roof into the 
pround to carry off the water, are never 
hurt by lightning ; as whenever it falls 
ou iuch a building, it pafles in the metals, 
ald not in the walls. 

When other buildings happen to be 
Within the ftriking diftance from fuch 
Cioucsy the fluid pafles in the walls, 
Vhether of wood, brick, or ftone, quit- 
ihe tie walls only when it can find bet- 
ter cunductors near them, as metal rods, 
boits, and hinges of windows or doors,

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the form of the roof or other parts of the 
building, will receive the lightning at 
its upper end, attracting it lo as to pre~ 
vent its ftriking any other part ; and, at- 
fording it a good conveyance into the 
earth, will prevent its damaging avy 
part of the building. 

A fmali quantity of metal is found able 
to conduct a great quantity of this fluid. 
A wire no bigger than a gooie -quill, 
has been known to conduct (with fafety 
to the building as far as the wire was can- 
tinued) a quantity of lightning thar cid 
prodigious damage both above and below 
it ; and probably larger rods are not ne- 
cetiary, though it is common in America 
to make them of half an inch, fome of 
three quarters, or an inch diaineter. 

The rod may be faftened to the wall, 
chimney, &c. with ftaples of iron.—The 
lightning will not leave the rod, (a good 
conduétor), to pals into the wall, (a bad 
condu@or), through thole ftaples.—It 
would rather, if anv were in the wall, 
pals out of it imto the rod, to get more 
readily by thet condustor into the earth, 

If the building be very larce and ex- 
tentive, two or more rods may be place¢ 
at different parts, for greater fecurity. 

Small ragged parts of clouds fulpended 
in the air between the preat body of 
clouds and the earth (like leaf gold ir e- 
lectrical experiments) often ferve as par- 
tial condué¢tors for the hiphtoins, which 
proceeds from one of them to another, 
and by their help comes within the ftri- 
king diftance to the earth or a buildin. 
It therefore ftrikes through thofe condnc- 
tors a building that would otherwiie be 
out of the ftriking diftance. 

Long tharp points communicating with 
the earth, and prefeated to juch parts o% 
clouds, drawing filently from them the 
fluid they are charged with, they are 
then attraéted to the cloud, and may 
leave the diftance {0 preat as to be be- 
yond the reach of (triking. 

It is therefore that we elevate the up- 
per end of the rod fix or e:plit feet above 
the higneft part of the building, tapering 
it gradually to a fine fharp point, which: 
is Plt to prevent its vuiting. 

Thus the pointed red either prevents 
a Rroke fiom the cloud, or, if a Rroke is 
made, conducts it to the earth with tate- 
tv to the building. The lower end of 
the rod fhould enter the earth fo deep as 
to come at the moift part, perhaps two 
or thee teet, endif bent when nner 
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to forward its intere(t among men. They

This hath ever been one of the capital 
aims of the church of Scotland. She hath

If we are to confider matters i a 
theoretical wew, without any regard to 
pofitivce infiitutions, we may expedt, that 
the man to whom the feoole are willing 
to jinten for intteuction, is of all others 
tne mott proper for conveying imitenétion 
to tiem, provided le is capable of doing 
fos ore it fuch a man cannot be found. he 
to whom the peonle fh w the le. ft aver 
fion to Titten, is, caieris paribus, prefe- 
rable to any other, 

In ibe choice, then, of a paftor, two 
olje@ts are to be kept ia view: the nrfl, 
That be fhould be aman knowime in 
thofe coGrines he proveties to teach, and 
capable of teachine them; the other, 
That the people fhouid be willing te re- 
ceive mifiruction at bis hands. Tt neither 
of the‘e are the cafe, or if one of thete 
requitites are a-wanting, his labour. imuil 
be unavailing : the peoole, for want of 
conttsnt inftraction, mutt degenerate in 
manners and in knowledye ; and the 
clergyman, iuttead of being an uleful 
member of focicty, becomes a burden on 
the ettablifhment, and an impediment to 
hinder others from performing taat office 
ef inftruction which he is uaable to per- 
form, 

Hence, the fimpleft and moft elipible 
ilea of fetthng a minitter of the efta- 
blithed church, feeins to be the ele¢tion 
of the people that are to be inftruded, 
joined with a proper feratiny into the 
abibities of the perion who is choien by 
them to be their inftru@or. A man who 
is ivnorant tiimielf, or who has not the 
powers of conveying inttrustion, whate- 
ver the ideas of the people concerning 
Lim may be, oupht not to have this 
charge committed to him. If, upen 
trial, therefore, he is found infufficient, 
he ougit to be rejeted. On the other 
hand, Ist his knowledge and his powers 
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be what they will, if thofe whom he 
eught to initruct will not liften to him, 
he labours in vein: the people therefore 
oupht not to have aman who is difagree- 
able to them forced upon them as their 
snftructor, 

Let us fee how far the principles of the 
church of Scotland adopt this theory, or 
yultefy it. 

The total depravity which Popery in- 
troduced into every part of dilcipline, 
worfhip, and church-governinent, is well 
known, The church of Rome was a fa- 
bric of political contrivance, tending to 
aovrandize the Pontitl, and to inflave 
e Chriftien world; its oppreflion had 
intolerable, and our forefathers, 
by a (pirited etfort, threw off its voke. 

As the inovations of the church of 
Rome, not only in worihip and religious 
prince pies, but in church - government 
and ducimine, had been numberlets, and 
had been introducee, net at once, but 
by Geprees, Chrough a feries of apes, our

reformers had no other model by 
which they could form themfelves in 
church-governinent and diteipline, but 
dhot of the primitive church, im the age 
et the apoitles.

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Tie Romifh cherch itlelf was late of 
doting them. She long affected to 
confite: ic as an impious ablurdily, that 
wmen thould be poflefled of the power 
of chnfing thofe who were to fill fpirt- 
tual othces. It was the rath century be- 
fore the Canon law gave adnittance to 
patronage ; and then only in particular 
cafes, and under very particular reftric- 
tions. 

The Roman Pontiff, however, at laft 
began to feel his own intereft concerned 
in eftablifhing the right of patronage u- 
niverfaliv. The firfi ideas of advantage 
fiom patronage to the church, was its 
having a tendency to increafe the nuinber 
end wealth of ecclefiuttics, thar right be- 
ing then beflowed on thofe only who buiit 
and endowed churches. But at Jatt it 
came to be ettabhihed as a maxim, That 
aright of patronage was eticntial to eve- 
ry benefice ; and upon this footing, wheres 
ever a clear title did not appear, the Pope 
cilumed to himfelf the right of patronage; 
by this means acquiring a great acceflion 
of power in the beftowing of ecclefiattical 
benefices. 

At the Reformation, the right of pa- 
tronage was tound eltablifhed in confe- 
quence of thele principles of the Romitfh 
church ; and it had been attended with 
many valuable privileges. The right to 
tithes, which now follows it, did not in- 
ceed then belong to it; but a patron, by 
the Canon law, had certain ecclefiattical 
Privileges in that parifh, the right of 
Patronage of which belonged to hin; and 
in cale of his becoming poor, and unable 
fo maintain himfelf, he was intitled to 
én aliment out of the benefice: he had 
ikewife a right to retain the fruits during 
a vacancy, 

This real and fubftantiale'ntereft of pa- 
trons in the benefices, was a (futhcient 
reafon for not abolifhing the name of pa- 
tronage altopether at the Retormation, 
és that would have tended to hurt the 
cil rights of thofe to whom patronapes 
had belonged. The naine therefore, and 
the idea, of a patron, is found for a long 
a after this in our ftatutes: and as 
. 1€ idea of a patron, and a ripht of pre- 
entation, were not eatily feparated, the 
ea OF 4 prelentution is alio retained;

In the year 1567, in that very parlia- 
ment which abolithed Popery, and eita- 
blifhed the Reformation, a fttotite ine 
titled, Admifious of ministers : of laick pa- 
trouazes, Was wade in the following 
words. ** /tem, Tt is ittatute and or- 
dained be our Soveraine Lord, with ad- 
vice of his dearefi Repent, and three e- 
ftaitis of this prefent partiiment, 7 4at 
the examination and admiffivniz of miniflers 


within this realue, be only in vie power of 


the kirk now opemie and publictly profeljed 
within the famin: The prefentation ot 
laick patronages alwaies referved to the 
jut and auncient patrones ; and that the 
patroun prefent an gualified perfoun, 
within fex monethes, (after it may cum ts 
his knawledge of the deceafe of him 
quha bruiked the benefice of before), to 
the fuperintendent of thay parties quhair 
the benefice lyes, or uthers havand com- 
miffioun of the kirk to thet eite&; of 
therwaies the kirk to have power to dif- 
pone the famin to ane qualityed perton 
for that time; providing, that in caice 
the patron prefent ane perfou quolified 
to his underttauding, and failing of ane, 
ane uther, within the faid fex monethes, 
and the faid fuperintendent or commni- 
fioner of the kirk refofis to receive and 
admit the perfon préfented be the pa- 
tron, as faid is, tt fali be fefurn to the 
patron to appeale to the fuperintencent 
and minifters of that province guliuir 
the benefice lyis, and defire the perfon 
prefented to be admitted; qubilk pf 
they refule, to appeale to the General 
Aflemblie of this baill realm; be gulome 
the caufe beand decyded, [all take end as 
thay decerne and declair.” 

This (tatute is admirably calculated to 
conciliate the tdea of a pation to the 
ecclefiattical ideas concerning the feitle- 


ment of churches. The eeccievattical 
courts are declared to have the fole juril- 
di@tion in the fettlements of miniflers. 
The patron may indeed prevent, but the 
ecclefiaftical courts may fettie or not 
fettle upon his prefentation as they Chink 
fit. Hence, if the prefentes is aureeshle 
to the people, and they coacur with the 
patron in defiring to have hin fertld, 
his fettlement may proceed; but if the 
prefentee happens to be difagrecatle to 
the people, the la vinipoles no neceiity on 
the ecclefiaftical judicatorics to fettte inns 
en the contrary, they wut proceed ac- 
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cording to the'r own rules, and fettle an- 
other; and unde: the authority of the 
ftatute, the fettlement made by them 
mult take etiect. 
sof feitlerents bv pre- 
fentation bold another doctrine, and pre- 
tend, that the ecclefiattical judicatories 
can only rej ‘tthe orelentee im cafe they 
him angvalified. Jn favour of this 
aryument, they quote the fttatote 1592, 
chap wTrelectide 
to be direét to the par- 
iicuiir prefbyteries in all time cumming, 
with full power to pive colation thereup 
On, ‘and put ordour to all mater: end 
cauutes eccletisfticall, within their boundes, 
according to the ditciphine of the kirk ; 
providing the fore‘aid prefbyteries be 
bound and aftri¢ted to receive and ad- 
Viti quhatfumever qualified minifter pres 
tented be his Mayetty or laick patrones.” 
A very little attention, however, will 
dcover, that this ttatute is not to be un- 
Jeritood in the firict fenfe the friends of 
Patronage contend, and that no more is 
meant by thefe words, than that the 
piethytery fhall not have it in their 
power to beitow the benefice, or civil 
right to the itipend, on any other perfon 
than the prefentee, in cafe he is a quali- 
hed one. This is clear from a claule in 
the tlatute which immediately follows 
this one in the flatute-book ; and which, 
though printed as a feparate one, feems 
m reality to be only a part of the fame 
ftatute. The claufe is in thefe words; 
** Providing allwayes, in cafe the pref- 
bytery retules to admit ony qualified mi- 
miter pretented to them be the patrone, 
a fall be Jauchfull to the patrone to re- 
teine the haill fruites of the faid beuetice

tions were abolifhed, and a cal! hy th 
congregation, with trial and adnaifion by 
the prefbvterv, were made the only re. 
guifites in the fettlement of a minifter, 
But this flatute. together with all the 
piled *n that pariiainent, was refcinded 
al the Reftoration. 

At the Revolution, Prefbytery being 
re-eiablibed, patronage was again abo 
lithe d, or rather the power of nomn. 
tion was put into the hends or the her: 
tors and elders, who were to propole : 
perfon to the congregation. The co 
gregation might either ailent or dilleot; 
but if they diflented, they were oblige: 
to athgn their reafons, the fufheienc 
of which was cognifaile by the pre! 
bytery ; who confeguently, by iu! ons 
ing thele reafons, might rejeet the pre 
fentee. 

By the ftatute 1706, ch. 6. it ‘sce 
clared, ** That the form and purity © 
worhip prefenily in ufe within ths 
eburch, and its Prefbyterian church-p% 
vernment and difcipline, that is to lay, 
the government of the church by kirk. 
feflions, prefbyteries, provincial fynods, 
and general aflemblies, all ettablill- 
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ed by the forefaid as of parliament, 
purfuant to the claim of right, {hall re 
main and continve unalterable.” Toi 
aét is appointed to be a fundamental atc 
effentiel condition of the treaiy 
union ; and in the treaty itfelf, it is! 
declared to be. The natural meaning & 
this a@ plainly is, that the jurifdittict 
which refided in ecclefiaftical courts 
hould not be taken from them by é 
Britiih parliament. Hence, in the tet 
tlement of churches, they retain, 
mutt slways retain, the power that ¥f 
have feen vetted in them, of rejectng4 
prefentee, even though qualified, apd a 
conterring the miniiterial othce on ane 
ther, though without the right of be 
lowing the ftipend. 
In fod, no attempt has heen made t 
wrelk this power out of their hands. 
though, by the fhatute roth of Queel 
Anne, chap. 12. the aét 1690 was repea 
ed, and the power thereby given © 
heritors and elders taken away, and tt 
right of 
trone ; vet that 
by that ttatute. 
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asta (ime relates to the prefentation of 
mi 1/22rS, by heritors, and others tierein 
nientioned, be, aud ts hereby, repealed, 
ans vad2 void; and that the «forefaid 
rsth act of the sth fetlion, and 13th at 
ot tr¢ Och fefiion, of the firft parliament 
of King Wiliam, be, and are hereby 
like vie repealed and made void; and 
that. in all time coming, the right of all 
and every patron or patrons to the pre- 
fentation et miuitters to churches and 
bene sees, and the difpoting of the vacant 
ftineuds to prous ufes within the pariih, 
be relored, fettled, and confirmed to 
tnem; the forelaid aéts, or any other 
ats, {tatutes, or cuitom, to the contrary 
in any wie notwithftanding: and that 
from and after the rf{t day of May 1712, 
it {hall and may be lawiul for her Ma- 
jelly, her heirs, and fucceffors, and for 
every other perfon or perfons who have 
right to any patronage or patronages of 
any church or churches whatfoever, in 
anv part of Great Britain called Scotland, 
(and who have not made and fublerihed 
a formal renunciation thereof under their 
hands), to prefent a qualified iminitter or 
minifters to any church or churches where- 
of they are patrons, which {hall, after the 
faid iit May, happen to be vacant, and 
the preibytery of the refpective bounds 
fhail, and is hereby obliged to receive and 
adnitin the fame manner (uch qualified per- 
fon or perfons, mintiler or miniflers, as shall 
be prefented by the re/pective patrons, as the 
perfons or miniflers prefented before the 
making of this at ought to have been ad- 
mitted.” 

Hence the fettlements of churches and 
the powers of patrons were brought back 
to the fame footing on which they had 
Kood betore the a 1690; that is to fay, 
the old ftatutes were made the rule. 
What the efoct of thefe was, has already 
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is on this point, it will appear, that no 
fuch colifion can happen; the ecclefta- 
ttical courts being left at full liberty co 
proceed according to their own rules ; 
and the only eife‘t that can be produced 
by fett!ing another than the prefentee 
beine, thet the flipend will remain va- 
cant in the bands of the patron, im cale 
the pretentee is found to be a qualisied 
perfon, 

The id«a of a qualified perfon, too, is 
generally milunderitood, “The conmion 
Opinioa is, that he who has tufficient l- 
terature, and who can acquit himfelf 
upon his trials, is qualified, but a more 
accurate view of things will foon evince, 
that this notion is not a jult one. 

If a perfon who underftood nothing but 
Englith fhould be prefented to a parifh 
where the whole inhabitants fpoke no- 
thing but Earfe, would fuch a prefentee 
be a qualified perfon ? He would be ut- 
terly incapable for doing his duty in that 
place, though very well qualitied for any 
charge in the low countries of Scotland. 
If a perfon incapable of much fatigue, 
and who is unable to travel to any conli- 
derable diftance, fhould be prefented to 
a wide and extenfive parifh, where the 
paftoral duty required a man to be per- 
petually moving about, fuch aman would 
furely be unqualified tor fuch a charge, 
though he might make an excellent mint- 
fter of a royal borough. From thete, and 
many other inflances that may be piven, 
it will appear, that the queftion, Whe- 
ther a prefentee is qu lified or no? ts 
not confined within very narrow Jimits ; 
and muft always depend upon the parti- 
cular circumitances of the prefentee and 
the parifh, Where ever, from particn 
lar circumitances, a prelentce appears un- 
able to diicharge the duty of the pattoral 
Oflice, there he may jutly be faid to be 
ditqualified, 

It will often be a queftion of ecclefia- 
Rical expediency, whether a parifl) fhould 
remain vacant, ora porti-vler prefentee 
be fettled ? as, for example, while either 
a large leceffion, or a general non-at- 
tendance on purhe worfhin by the people, 
appear to be the immediate conlequeuce 
of the fettlement of the prelentee. When 

another candidate eppears on the field 
befices the prefentee, who is regularly 
called by the people, and who is willing 
to accept of the charge, the queftion of 
expedicncv feems to be at anend: ec- 
clefiafticcl rules point out what the de- 
termination ought to be.

Vill. We recommend to you, and 
ftidtly charge you, to inquire, and we

A treaty of peace was, notwithftand- 
ing, entered into, and concluded at Pa- 
ris, between England, France, and Spain, 
without the confent and mutual agree- 
ment of the King of Prutlia, in defiance 
of the above article of a moit folemn 
treaty and engagement between his pre- 
fent Majefty and the King of Prutha, 
and within feis than two years from the 
date thereof; by which the honour and 
public faith of the nation becaine a fa- 
crifice to evil countellors, and corrupt 
miniiters: and we de, therefore, requeit 
of you our reprefentatives, and do here- 
by call upon you, to ule your utmolt en- 
deavours to trace out, detect, and bring 
to condign punifhment, all) fuch evil 
counfeilers, aud corrupt minilters, by 
whofe advice the sational faith has been 
thus ignominioully pro:tituted, and trai 
toroufly broke and forfeited. 

IX. We do alfo reconynend to you, to 
promote an inquiry, by which the con- 
{titution itfelf may be examined into, ac- 
cording to its firft original principles :
